To  perfons  dying 
pnflrlled  of  moderate  fornixes,  it  wilt 
operate  ,as  a  fontin?  to  their  chil- 
dren, more  beneficial  than  the  film  of 
money  paid  into  the  fond:  and  it 
v  ill  give  to  the  accumulation  of  rich- 
es a  degree  of  fecurky,  that  none  of 
the  old  government*  of  Kuiope,  now 
tottering  on  their  foundations,  C3n> 
give. 

I  do  not  fnppofe  that  more  than  one- 
family  in  ten,  in  any  of  the  count ries 
of  Europe,  has,  when  the  head  of  the 
family  dies,  a  clear  property  of  fiv# 
hundred  pounds  Iterling.  To  all 
fuch,  the  plan  is  advantageous.  That 
property  would  pay  fifty  pounds  into 
the  fund,  and  if  there  were  only  two 
children  under  a;;e,  they  would  re- 
ceive fifteen  pounds  each  (thirty 
pounds)  on  coming  of  age,  and  he  en- 
tii  led  to  ten  pounds  a  year  alter  fifty.
